pounds of good flour from a bushel of 
wheat 


Value of Grinding 


We Iia.ve cnuali/.cd the price of 


grinding a bushel of grain for feeding 
purposes, making the cash price equal 
to the toll. The one-eighth toll is 
ytill in force, the same regulation that 


bag fevered the grinding *f feed 
during this generation at least. Of 
late years many persons prefer to 
pay for their grinding instead of hav- 
ing it tolled. In order to do justice 
to all concerned it was ncceessary to 
revise the cash price of grinding, 
making it equal to the one-eighth cost 
of the bushel of grain. To illustrate 
—A man having ten bushels of wheat 
to be ground will nay SOc. The cash 
price is fc'e per bushel or the same val- 
ue ->s one-eighth of a bushel, the toll 
basis, while wheat remains at C5c per 
bushel. If wheat should advance in 
price the relative cost price of grind- 
ing would increase in proportion.
